The whitecapping cases will likely 
be disposed of sooner than was anti­ 
cipated a few day s ago when it was 
thought the trial would occupy the 
boards for the 
remainder 
of this 
week. 
Howev er, the day light of a 
speedy ending is near at hand and 
can be seen for the cases got to the 
arguing period this afternoon. 
Attorney Meiks made the opening 
statement for the State and he was 
followed by Deputy Prosecutor Will 
L. Newbold. 
Attorney A. E. Martin 
made the first plea for the defense. 
This part of the trial attracted the 
largest crowds that hav e so far at­ 
tended. 
Congressman Watson will 
make the last speech for the defense 
and Prosecutor Hack will make the 
plea for the State’s cause. 
. At the conclusion of the introduc­ 
tion of the ev idence today Attorney 
Titsworth to the 
defense 
made 
a 
motion before J udge Sparks in the 
matter of peremptory instructions, 
pray ing the court that the jury be 
instructed by him in his final in­ 
structions to discharge Perry Collins 
and Mrs. Leona Tribbey , for he argu­ 
ed that no ev idence had been intro­ 
duced to show that they were in anv 
wise connected with the 
whitecap­ 
ping and had nothing to do with any ­ 
thing of a tangible nature introduced 
by the State, sav e the proposed egg­ 
ing early in the spring, which was 
ninety day s prev ious to the whitecap­ 
ping. 


Attorney Thomas Green has been 
. at work on the 
case 
for 
sev eral 
weeks and handled 
the 
important 
part 
of marshalling the 
ev idence. 
Attorney Titsworth of the same firm, 
prepared and tendered the peremptory 
instructions, which in effect hav e to 
do with the prov ing of alibis, pre­ 
sumption of innocence, 
reasonable 
doubt, conspiracy , tec., that it is pos­ 
sible for the court to put in his in­ 
structions and from a legal stand­ 
point, is considered a v ery important 
part of a case. 
It cov ers the ground 
that each indiv idual juror must be 
satisfied to the guilt of all defend­ 
ants, that the ev idence of good char­ 
acter amounts to much and impeach- 
nient of testimony is to be considered 
from many standpoints. 
I 
Too much cannot be said for Pros- 
) 
ecutor Hack, who has labored like the 
prov erbial Turk preparing 
the ev i­ 
dence in the case. He has spent many 
long hours in search of seemingly 
minor bits of ev idence, making trips 
k 
to the Tribbey 
neighborhood 
and 
talking with as many people as pos­ 
sible for him to see; 
all this in ad­ 
dition to the court of inquiry which 
he conducted and the 
grand 
jury 
where he was the central figure. The 
State was indeed fortunate to hav e 
such an official to 
look 
after the 
case, when there was need for such a 
man and a competent, conscientious 
indiv idual. 
He was ably assisted by 


his deputy , Will L. Newbold. 


L ast o f T estim on y 


Court opened this 
morning with 
Mrs. Perry Collins on the stand. She 
said she was at home on the day of 
the whitecapping and that her hus­ 
band was working about the farm, 
lie retired about 8 :30 o’clock. 


She said she was awakened about 


12 o’clock. 
She was 
nursing 
her 
baby when she heard someone hol­ 
lowing and heard 
Tribbey ’s 
dogs 
barking. 
She awakened her husband 
and he got up and went to the front 
door and looked out. 
Ile said that it 
was only the dogs barking and seem­ 
ingly nothing was wrong so he retir­ 
ed again. 
On cross ex amination she 
said she did not 
remember 
being 
awake on any other particular night 
neither, did she recognize the v oice 
of the one that shouted. 
Mrs. Col­ 
lins admitted testify ing before the 
court of inquiry in August but could 
not remember her testimony . She be­ 
came somewhat confused on one oc­ 
casion, say ing she did not get up 
and another say ing she did. 
The 
prosecution brought this fact out in 
a forcible manner before the jury . 
Guerney Dry sdale, one of the men 
indicted for whitecapping but who 
elected to hav e a separate trial, was 
now put on the stand. 
He said he 
had trouble with 
Tribbey 
twenty 
y ears ago ov er some stock getting 
into his field. 
The breach was fix ed 
up again but on sev eral occasions he 
has had words and trouble with Trib­ 
bey . 
He said he 
belonged 
to the 
Friends church where 
Tribbey was 
ex pelled and admitted he v oted to ex ­ 
pel Tribbey . 
On the night of the 
whitecapping he said he 
got 
home 
from Carthage about 7 o’clock and 
retired about 9 o’clock and did not 
arise until the nex t morning about 5 
o’clock. 
It will be remembered that Trib­ 
bey said he identified the hands of 
the man that bound his hands as he 
lay in his bed, a s those of Guerney 
Dry sdale. Tribbey said they were pe­ 
culiarly y ellow in thé summer time. 
Dry sdale was asked if he had pecu­ 
liar y ellow hands during the summer 
and looking down at them earnestly 
he replied : 
“ Not that I know of.” 
He was asked if he was one of the 
whitecappers and if he assisted in 
Uny wise in arranging the affair and 
he denied it v ery emphatically . 
On 
cross ex amination particular stress 
was laid on the fact that Dry sdale 
was unfriendly toward Tribbey and 
that he was largely responsible for 
hav ing his name dropped from the 
church role. 
His wife, Mrs. Oliv e C. Dry sdale, 
was nex t called and corroborated her 
husband’s story about being at home 
on that night. 
Oliv er Earnest 
testified that 
Mr. 
and Mi's. Guerney Dry sdale were at 
his home on the ev ening of August 
5 th as related in their story . 
Guerney Dry sdale was recalled to 
the stand and the fact was brought 
out that Tribbey ’s neighbors would 
not allow him in their threshing com­ 
pany and that he had to hire all of 
his ex tra help during harv est. 
Guerney Himes nex t testified that 
he was present at the Nelson home 
on the ev ening of August 
5 th and 
that Guerney Dry sdale was there. 
Reuben Henley was called to the 
stand and he also said that he was 
present at the meeting at the Nelson 
home on the ev ening of August 5 th, 
and that 
Guerney 
Dry sdale 
was 
there. 
J ohn Leisure, a former neighbor of 
Perry Collins, testified to the good 
character and reputation of Mr. Col­ 
lins. 
Prof. Ottis Iloskinson, 
superin­ 
tendent of the Carthage public schols, 
testified as to the good reputation of 
Lafay ette Goldman, who is a student 
in the Carthage high school. 


Dav id C. Benjamin, 
trustee 
of 
Ripley township, said that he 
had 
known Tribbey twelv e y ears and that 
his reputation was bad. 


The defense here attempted to in­ 
troduce as ev idence two indictments 
against J ohn Tribbey for prov oke to 
which he had plead guilty in Squire 
Benjamin’s court, but the State ob­ 
jected and was 
sustained 
by the 
court. 


George Waldon, the colored farm 
hand employ ed by Tribbey , was re­ 
called to the stand and testified re­ 
garding an incident that 
occurred 
last summer. 
He said Charles Mc- 
Fatridge, one of the men accused of 
whitecapping was driv ing down the 
road near the Tribbey home and that 
Tribbey secured a rev olv er and laid 
in wait for him. 
Waldon said Trib- 


bey was standing behind a large gate 
and when he approached and asked 
him what he intended doing he said 
he was going to “ end this thing right 
now.” Waldon said “ J ohn, I wouldn’t 
do that,” and he replied say ing “ Go 
away , y ou are not in this!” He final­ 
ly persuaded him to 
put the 
gun 
away . 
J asper Kennedy testified as to the 
good character of the defendants and 
to the bad character of J ohn Trib­ 
bey in the community . 
The defense entered as ev idence a 
deed in which J ohn Tribbey deeded 
his wife, Mrs. Leona Tribbey one- 
third of his land. They also attempt­ 
ed to enter as ev idence an indictment 
against J ohn Tribbey , sworn out by 
his brother-in-law, II. C. Conoway , 
whose throat Tribbey cut. The State 
objected to this and were sustained 
jy the court. 
Sam Worland testified as to the 
;ood standing of the defendants in 
he neighborhood and as to the bad 
reputation of the prosecuting wit­ 
ness, J ohn Tribbey . 
J ohn Conoway was called to the 
stand and said that all of the de­ 
fendants had good reputations in the 
community , but that he could not say 
as much for the v ictim of the white­ 
cappers. 
J ohn Munden also testified as to 
the good standing of the defendants 
in the neighborhood and to the bad 
reputation of J ohn B. Tribbey . 
Henry Robbins and Charles Nel­ 
son both testified under oath that the 
defendants were good and that the 
reputation which Tribbey bore in the 
community was v ery bad. 
W. II. Nelson, president of the Ar­ 
lington bank, and Elmer Hutchinson 
both said that the reputations of all 
the defendants were 
far 
abov e re­ 
proach. 
Carl Moore was 
recalled 
to the 
stand and testified as to the good 
reputations borne by the defendants 
in the case. 
J . M. Eaton, merchant in Arlington, 


was called to the stand.

Mrs. Leona Tribbey was recalled 
to the stand and asked if she had 
ev er receiv ed a ring from her hus­ 
band to w hich questions she replia 1 in 
the negativ e. 
Lafay ette Goldman was recalled 
to the stand and related a conv ersa­ 
tion which he and Tribbey had last 
J une. 
“ Come and go ov er writh me to Mc- 
Fatridge’s and help me egg them, said 
Tribbey . 
“ No sir,’’answered Goldman. 
“ You go in and run them out and I 
will shoot them just as fast as they 
come out of the house,” said Tribbey . 
Goldman said he refused to enter 
into the contract and 
immediately 
left. 
This was during the time that 
Mrs. Tribbey was stay ing at the Mc- 
Fat ridge home. 
The defense finished the introduc­ 
tion of witnesses and the State then 
started to put on witnesses in rebut­ 
tal of those who testified in behalf of 
the aeused w hitecappers. 
Mack Bogue was re-called to the 
stand and stated 
that 
Lafay ette 
Goldman passed his house on a w’heel 
on the ev ening of 
August 5 th 
and 
asked him: 


“ Hav e y ou seen Clessie Tribbey ? 
I want to see him.” 


Bogue replied that he was ov er at 
Munden’s and Goldman 
turned a- 
round and went back the 
direction 
from which he had come. 
This re­ 
futed somewhat with the story which 
Goldman told upon the stand in di­ 
rect ex amination. 


Miss Iv a 
Hilligoss, stenographer 
for the grand jury during the Sep­ 
tember term of court, testified that 
Mrs. Tribbey had said upon the stand 
relativ e to her trip to Arlington with 
Perry and Harry Collins, that they 
went to find her husband, that they 
were going to egg him if they found 
him and that 
Perry 
Collins 
had 
brought the eggs along. This refuted 
Mrs. Tribbey ’s testimony upon direct 
ex amination. 


Miss Mae Bebout , court stenogra­ 
pher, and special stenographer at the 
court of inquiry held in Arlington, 
immediately after the whitecapping. 


He rev iewed the 
ev idence at some length and made a 
strong speech for the State’s cause. 
One of the first things the attorney 
touched upon was the fact that the 
Tribbey s, as far as morality was eon 
eemed— were two peas in a pod. He 
soon dissipated the idea that J ohn 
Tribbey was the red dev il throughout 
and Mrs. Tribbey , the angel pure and 
immaculate. 
She was just as bad as 
J ohn, he declared, used as v ile lan­ 
guage, cursed her husband as often 
and display ed her temper and dispo­ 
sition times innumerable. 
It was a 
home of turmoil and disorder, said 
Attorney Meiks, a v eritable hell; then 
in spite of this, after once that Mrs. j 
Tribbey left she was induced to re­ 
turn when money wras hung up at 
btake. Mrs. Tribbey left her husband 
on account of him going with girls, he 
said, and still she would come back 
and not only liv e with him but seek 
his bed in the night time. 


lie said that none of the neighbors 
liked Tribbey ; 
they 
ex pelled him 
from church, they refused to thresh 
with him and would not neighbor wuth 
him. 
He said no matter 
how bad 
Tribbey was they had no right to take 
the man out and whip him, as we are 
not our neighbors’ keepers. 
The attorney said the beginning of 
the conspiracy dated back to 
the 
time Mrs. Tribbey and Perry Collins 
had the tell-tale conv ersation ov er 
the telephone, last spring when Mrs. 
Tribbey wanted Collins to organize 
a crowd and go down to Arlington to 
find out Tribbey and ev en talked of 
egging him and agreed to it 
To her 
own brother, Henry Conoway , she 
said she hoped someone would come 
and kill her husband. 
The State’s attorney then made an 
effort to show the bitter feeling that 
ex isted against Tribbey and was al­ 
most conclusiv e ev idence that they 
w ere the guilty ones. All were either 
good friends or 
relativ es 
of 
Mrs. 
Tribbey and had assembled sev eral 
times at the McFatridge home. 


Attorney Meiks spoke briefly about 
the light in the Tribbey house on the 
night of the whitecapping. 
He said 
the defense would hav e them believ e 
that Mrs. Tribbey could see men be­ 
fore she fainted, but it was impossible 
for Tribbey , from a better point of 


On cross ex amination Perry Collins 
denied that he told the straw balers 
on Thursday that Tribbey had been 
whiteeapped but admited say ing he 
heard he got a good spanking. 
He 
denied that he accused one of the 
workmen who had grease on his face 
of being one of the mob. 
lie denied 
that he testified at the court of in­ 
quiry last August say ing his wife first 
read an account of whitecapping in 
the grainery on the Friday morning 
following. 
Collins said that he often 
h eard the Tribbey s quarrel and cited 
an instance when he once heard Trib­ 
bey say to his wife when a six teen- 
y ear-o ld girl went by : 
“ I’ll bow and scrape to ev ery girl 
that comes along—and I’ll do it more 
if 1 please.” 
Another time Collins said he heard 
him say “ he would whip ev ery J ew7 in’ 
the State. 
At this juncture, Harry 
Goldman who wu.~ 
present 
in 
the 
court ro o m aro e and “ looked” Shy - 
lock daggers at Tribbey who com­ 
placently sat back of the State at­ 
torney s. 
Prosecutor Hack then aske<L in a 
dramatic manner the following ques­ 
tions : 
“ Did y ou meet and plan with all 
these defendants to do this whitecap­ 
ping? ” 
“ Is it a fact that y ou were the ring 
leader? ” 
“ Didn’t y ou decide on this after 
Leona Tribbey had told y ou of her 
troubles with this man? ” 
“ Didn’t y ou hav e an understand- 
mg with her to leav e the doors un­ 
locked on this night? ” 
“ And wasn’t it part of the plan for 
her to faint? ” 
“ Wasn’t y ou the man 
that was 
standing near her bed? ” 
To all these questions Collins em­ 
phatically said no. 


Collins was asked if he didn’t in­ 
quire after the injured neighbor on 
learning of the whitecapping. He re­ 
plied : 
“ I didn’t want to stick my head in 
something 
and get 
killed. 
I 
wras 
afraid of J ohn Tribbey .” 


Collins then told how% since he was 
indicted, 
Tribbey 
has 
repeatedly 
shaken his fist at him, and on one oc­ 
casion as he passed 
his 
bam lot, 
Tribbey whipped out a rev olv er and 
wav ed it about in a threatening man­ 
ner. 


Prosecutor Hack 
asked 
Collins 
what was his feeling toward Tribbey . 
He replied that he held no ill will 
against him. 


“ And y ou say y ou are on friendly 
terms with him in spite of all of 
this? ” said Hack. 


‘T es sir,” replied Collins. 


“ You don’t lov e him, do y ou? ” said 
the prosecutor jestingly .
